INVESTIGATION: 

ON THE ABOVE DATE AND TIME, FB-3, BID OFFICERS MARTINEZ AND COPPOLA 
RESPONDED TO A RADIO CALL AT TRADER JOE’S, 1600 VINE STREET. THE CALL 
WAS IN REGARDS TO A COMPLAINT OF A 415 MAN CAUSING A DISTURBANCE 
INSIDE. 

E-40, F/S REYES RESPONDED TO BACK THE UNIT ASSIGNED TO THE CALL. 

FB-3 AND E-40 ARRIVED AT THE SAME TIME AT THE LOCATION. AS BID 
OFFICERS APPROACHED TO ENTER THE LOCATION, OFFICERS MET P/R 
HARSHMAN WHO WAS STANDING AT THE ENTRANCE TO THE BUSINESS. P/R 
ADVISED BID OFFICERS THE DEFENDANT WAS BEING RESTRAINED ON THE 
FLOOR BY HER EMPLOYEES. 

BID OFFICERS FOLLOWED THE P/R TO ONE OF THE STORE AISLES AND 
OBSERVED THREE, MALES HOLDING DOWN THE DEFENDANT ON THE FLOOR. 
BID OFFICERS RAN TO ASSIST. BID OFFICERS WERE ABLE TO PLACE ONE 
HANDCUFF ON THE DEFENDANT’S LEFT WRIST. OFFICERS USED A SECOND SET 
OF HANDCUFFS TO HANDCUFF THE RIGHT WRIST AND CONNECT THEM TO THE 
LEFT WRIST. THE DEFENDANT CONTINUED TO VIOLENTLY RESIST AND BID 
OFFICERS YELLED FOR SOMEONE TO CALL 911 AND THE POLICE. THE 
DEFENDANT TRIED TO KICK AT OFFICERS AND STORE PERSONNEL. BID 
OFFICER COPPOLA PLACED A LEG RESTRAINT CORD ON THE DEFENDANTS 
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LOWER LEGS TO CONTROL THE DEFENDANTS KICKING. 

REYES BROADCAST ON HIS BID RADIO FOR ADDITIONAL BID UNITS TO 
RESPOND TO THE SCENE. REYES WAS THEN ABLE TO DIAL THE LAPD WATCH 
COMMANDER ON HIS CELL PHONE AND REQUEST POLICE HELP. 

THE FIRST POLICE UNIT ARRIVED WITHIN A FEW MINUTES. THE UNIFORMED 
LAPD OFFICERS TRIED TO RESTRAIN THE DEFENDANT AS HE CONTINUED TO 
VIOLENTLY RESIST. THE LAPD OFFICERS THEN BROADCAST ON THEIR POLICE 
RADIO FOR ADDITIONAL POLICE ASSISTANCE. 

SEVERAL MORE UNIFORM LAPD UNITS ARRIVED AND THE LAPD OFFICERS 
WERE THEN ABLE TO GAIN CONTROL OF THE DEFENDANT. 

LAPD OFFICERS WERE UNABLE TO WALK THE DEFENDANT OUT OF THE 
BUSINESS AND HAD TO USE A FLAT BED CART TO ROLL THE DEFENDANT 
OUTSIDE TO A LAFD PARAMEDIC UNIT. THE DEFENDANT WAS THEN 
TRANSFERRED TO THE PARAMEDIC GURNEY AND HANDCUFFED. THE 
DEFENDANT WAS THEN TRANSPORTED TO AN UNKNOWN HOSPITAL. 


DURING THE SUBSEQUENT INVESTIGATION, OFFICERS LEARNED THAT THE 
DEFENDANT HAD BEEN THROWING MERCHANDISE AT CUSTOMERS. TRADER 
JOE’S SECURITY CONTACTED THE DEFENDANT AND AN ALTERCATION THEN 
ENSUED WITH THE TRADER JOE SECURITY PERSONNEL. DURING THE 
ALTERCATION, THE DEFENDANT BIT RUBIO IN THE RIGHT ARM. 


ARREST:
